On the other hand it 
would be a strained inference to con­ 
clude that the answer was unsatisfac­ 
tory entirely for In that case, according 
to the president's statem ent heretofore 
made, his offer woald have been defi­ 
nitely withdrawn aud the war resumed 
with greater energy than before. 
It would seem that there could scarce­ 
ly be a good reason in this case for with­ 
holding the result of the conference.

General Wilson Captures 
the City W ith a Loss 
of Seven Men.

Washingfoti, Aug. IO.—More than 24 
hours after it had began to roach W ash­ 
ington, the Spanish note in answer to 
the president’s pean® conditions was 
presented at the white house by the 
French ambassador. W hat the nature of 
the answer was eau only be conjectured 
at this stage, the wk'rotary of state at 
the conclusion of the conference making 
the formal statement that nothing w hat­ 
ever could be said on the subject. 
The conference lasted an hoar and 25 
minute*. 
This prolonged discussion 
was believed to indicate that the Span­ 
ish answer was not satisfactory in all 
respects, though in just what points it 
fell short of meeting the expectations of 
the president, It is impossible to say. 
It was felt by the observers that had the 
answer been a complete acceptance of 
our terms the result woald have been 
mad® pnbltc. 
On the other hand it 
woald be a strained inference to con­ 
clude that the answer wa* unsatisfac­ 
tory entirely for in that case, according 
to the president's statement heretofore 
made, his offer would hare been defi­ 
nitely withdrawn aud the war resumed 
with greater energy than before. 
It would seem that there could scarce­ 
ly be a good reason in this case for with­ 
holding the result of the conference. 
On the whole it is rather to lie con­ 
cluded that a middle result was ob­ 
tained; that Spam was found to have 
attached cerium conditions to her ac­ 
ceptance of the president’s terms, but 
that the Litter was not disposed to re­ 
gard the injection of the new m atter as 
sufficient in itself to warrant an imme­ 
diate termination of the peace negotia­ 
tions. 
According to this view the 
president has taken exception to some 
of the 8puuish conditions, but lias al­ 
lowed a last opportunity for them to be 
withdrawn or modified. 
The reply of the Spanish government 
is understood to be a document embrac­ 
ing about 1,200 words. 
It bour* the 
signature of the Spanish minister of } 
foreign affairs and the form of state­ 
ment throughout is that of her m ajesty’s 
government.

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General Wilson Captures 
the City With a Loss 
of Seven Men. 


Connie, Porto Rico, Ang. IO.—(Via 
St, Thorn rn, D. VT. I.) General Wilson 
took the town of Coe mo yesterday with 
a loss of only sevcu men wounded, all 
members of the Sixteenth Pennsylvania 
regiment.

The Americans captured 180 prison­ 
ers, practically the whole force of Span­ 
iards, except the cavalry. 
The capture 
cf the town and garrison was neatly 
planned and splendidly executed. 
At 7 o'clock fire was opened upon the 
blockhouse, which was hammered with 
shell and shrapneL 
The Spaniards re­ 
plied with a few shots from their Mau­ 
ser* and then fled. 
Almost immediately volley firing was 
heard iu the rear of the town. 
The 
Spaniards, ic seeking to escape, nm 
straight into the arms of Colonel H ul-1 
ing's regiment. 
The enemy, with their j 
commander and two captains killed, 
were compelled to surrender. 
The natives received the Americans 
w ith delight.

MADHID VERSION 


Of Sp«in‘* Reply «* I® th® P®«®® Co«4H- 
tioa®. 
Bayonne, France, Aug. IO. — Dis­ 
patches received here from Madrid an 
nonnce that the form of the Spanish 
government’s acceptance of tho Ameri­ 
can ppooo conditions involves the proc­ 
lamation of an armistice. 
This, it is 
added, must first be agreed to by the 
United States, and if the United States 
insists upon the immediate evacuation 
of Cuba aud P -to Rico the certes will 
be convoked within lo days. 
Continu­ 
ing, the Madrid dispatches say: 
"Tho 
most rigorous military censorship is ex­ 
ercised, 
The newspapers are not al­ 
lowed to refer to tho plot against 8enor 
Sngasfa's life, nor to tho appearance of 
revolutionary bands in the Castillon 
provinee.” 
Concerning the plot, it is said the con­ 
spirators have drawn lots to decide 
which of them shall curry out its pur­ 
pose aud that the task has fallen upon a
